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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the second office action for US Application 10/582,142 for a Display 
Elevation Adjusting Apparatus. 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species 1 in the reply filed on April 17, 
2009 is acknowledged. Claims 4 and 5 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on April 17, 2009. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 6,918,564 to Yen et al. Yen et al. discloses a display elevation adjusting 
apparatus comprising a base member (1 2), a lift member (1 6) which is provided in, and 



allowed to move up and down along, a lift path formed in the base member and to which 
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a display is to be attached. There is a spiral spring (14) that is placed between the base 
member and lift member to press the lift member in an upward direction relative to the 
base member. The spiral spring has a winding end (144) fixed on the base member 
and is would up and down off according as the lift member moves up and down with a 
wound-up portion thereof moving up and down along the lift path while keeping in 
contact with lift member located upward. The lift path has a push-fit portion in the form 
of a space member (164, 1642) attached to the lift path of which a width is narrower 
than an outer diameter of the wound-up potion, and in which according as the lift 
member is lowered, the wound-up portion is fitted in such a manner that the wound-up 
portion becomes radially compressed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 6, and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
